Banyans  will  be  distributed 
Tuesday  from  the  Banyan  office. 
143  Clark  Student  Service  Center 
from  10  a.m^  to  5 p.m.,  according 
to  Allan  Frazier,  editor.  Banyans 
not  claimed  by  Wednesday  noon 
would  be  offered  to  the  150  people 
on  the  waiting  list  who  did  not 
order  the  yearbooks  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  school  year. 


THE  FACULTY  committee  sug- 
gested that  this  would  give  stu- 
dents an  opportunity  “to  partic- 
icpate  in  conference  and  meet 
with  their  parents  and  friends  af- 
ter the  close  of  conference.” 

“They  urged  the  provision  of 
television  facilities  so  that  stu- 
dents can  watch  conference  and 
the  planning  of  special  on-cam- 
pus conference  activities,  such  as 
“a  special  youth  session  of  con- 
ference.” 

Second  semester  classes  would 
end  May  15  and  the  reading  per- 
iod would  be  May  18-20.  Finals 
again  would  begin  on  Thursday 
and  continue  through  the  next 
Thursday,  May  21  through  28. 

BACCALAUREATE  and  com- 
mencement exercises  would  re- 
main unaffected,  on  May  28  and 
May  29. 

Final  examination  would  be 
three  hours  long  for  classes  giv- 
ing three  or  more  hours  of  cred- 
it. Two  hour  classes  would  have 
no  longer  than  a two-hour  final 
and  one-hour  classes  a final  no 
longer  than  an  hour. 

THE  FINAL  examination  sch- 
edule devised  by  the  committee 
“makes  it  highly  improbable  that 
a given  student  will  have  more 
than  two  examinations  in  any 
one  day.” 

The  schedule  also  -allows  half 
an  hour  between  finals,  in  con- 
trast to  the  present  two  hour 
finals  with  ten  minutes  between 
examinations.  The  commitee  sug- 
gested that  exams  be  scheduled 
from  7:30  to  10:30  a.m.,  11  a.m. 
to  2 p.m.  and  2:30  p.m.  to  5:30 
p.m. 

Shifting  in  internal  dates  would 
make  it  necessary  to  publish  a 
supplement  to  the  bulletin,  which 
was  published  for  a two-year  per- 
iod last  spring.
